St. Petersburg, Feb. 20.—It has now 
been definitely decided 
that the re­ 
mains of Grand Duke Sergius will not 
be brought to St. Petersburg for the 
present, but will ire placed In a tem ­ 
porary receiving vault of the cloister 
of the rhaudoff monastery, to await 
the completion of the alterations now 
in progress 
in the Romanoff 
maso- 
leurn in the cathedral of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, where the permanent Inter­ 
ment will occur among the tombs of 
his ancestors. 
On account of lack 
of space in the 
xna:>ob»um, 
it was decided 
Iasi year 
her.ceforth to bury only rulers of the 
dynasty in the old 
masoleura and a 
new sepulchre in the new wing of the 
cathedral is now being built for other 
m embers of lht imperial family. 
This, however, is not the only rea- I 
eon for the derision not to bring the 
remains 
to the capital 
now. 
Even 
Governor General Trepoff has recog­ 
nized the fa< t that no precautions can 
furnish an absolute guarantee of im­ 
munity against an 
act of terrorism; 
and at a groat funeral, where ancient 
custom requires that the emperor and 
all of the Romanoff family assemble 
and follow the coffin on foot, a single 
bomb might 
wipe out 
the dynasty. 


Czar Not Going to Moscow. 


Regard for the personal safety of the 
sovereign also has led to the decision 
that the emperor shall not go to Mos­ 
cow to at it nd the funeral of his uncle. 
Tt is possible that no member of the 
Imperial family will he present on that 
oc< asion except 
those who 
are now 
within the walls of the Kremlin. Grand 
Dukes Constantine and Paul probably 
will 
represent the 
emperor 
at the 
service. 
So grave it the danger a repetition 
of the Moscow tragedy that several 
grand dukes have not stirred outside 
of their palaces since the murder and 
instead of going to Tsarskoe Si lo to 
attend the requiem 
there they have 
participated in special services held 
in the chapela of their own palaces. 
This 
was th«> case as 
regards the 
Grand Dukes Vladimir and Alexis. 
A special requiem also was held In 
th< winter palace that Governor Gen­ 
eral 
Trepoff might 
attend. 
General 
TrepofT is known to he under sentence 
by the fighting organization of the So­ 
cial Revolutionists and as far as can 
be asc ertained has not left his quar­ 
ters. In the palace since the a ssa ssin a ­ 
tion of Grand Duke Serigus. 
Dispatches 
from the interior 
say 
that requiems for the grand duke have 
been held throughout Russia. 


Public Greatly Concerned. 


The public is greatly concerned over 
th< developments of the immediate fu­ 
ture. 
Other terrorist crimes are gen­ 
erally anticipated. 
According to re­ 
ports many c ities and towns are in a 
condition of political ferment and sev­ 
eral officials have been assassinated 
in Southern Russia. 
According to a 
teh phone m essage from Moscow the 
students there are afraid to appear on 
the streets in uniforms. 
In addition the strike situation has 
again grown mena< ing, especially in 
the matter of the railroads, three of 
which 
entering Moscow are 
almost 
completely tied up. 
In St. Petersburg 
the strike has assumed the form of a 
lockout, the Putiloff 
iron works, the 
Franeo-Russian 
works, 
the 
Russo- 
Arncrican 
rubber 
works and 
a few 
smaller concerns having discharged 
all their em ployes with the notice that 
the works will be dosed indefinitely. 
Consequently 
there 
are 
the 
most 
alarming reports afloat as to what the 
men will do. 
With 
30.000 or 40,000 
m in out of work for an Indefinite pe­ 
riod, even if no more join the ranks 
of the idle, rioting and collisions with 
the police are feared. 
From the atti­ 
tude of the men many of the masters 
art.* convinced that they have received 
financial assistance from some source. 


Embarrasses the Government. 


The d o sin g of the Franeo-Russian 
and the Putiloff iron works is a serious 
em barrassm ent to the government, as 
the former is engaged exeiusivedy on 
navy work and the latter in manufac­

Moscow, F< b. 20.— A thin layer of 
snow has dimmed the blood stains in 
the Senate square. 
The windows in 
the palace of Justice 
have been re 
glazed and other 
hasty efforts have 
been made to obliterate traces of Fri­ 
day’s tragedy. 
Evidence, however, is 
being found in most unexpec ted places. 
Soldiers hnve discovered many pieces 
of the carriage in which Grand Duke 
Sergius was riding when he met his 
death, 
and fragments of flesh 
were 
found 
on the top of the 
twelve-foot 
parapet of the arsenal, among the N a­ 
poleonic guns. 
Until the funeral, which has been 
fixed 
for Thursday, Fob. 23, 
the re­ 
mains of Grand Duke Sergius will rest 
in 
tho ancient dining 
room of 
the 
Chaudnft monastery, to which through­ 
out the* day the people of Moscow have 
been admitted 
to pay their 
last re­ 
spects in parties of 100. 
This precau­ 
tion w as taken he: ause it was thought 
necessary to avoid the possibility of 
demonstrations. 
The 
body 
of 
the 
grand duke, dressed in the uniform of 
the Fifth (Kieff) grenadiers, of which 
he was the honorary colonel, rests in 
an oaken coffin. 
Only the breast of 
the uniform, upon which is an ikon of 
tho Saviour 
and the orders 
of the 
grand duke, is visible. 
The Bible be­ 
side the head of the coffin hears the 
orthodox cross in silver and the im­ 
perial eagles. 


Assassin Not Identified. 


The assassin 
remains persistently 
silent, 
liis identity has not yet been 
established, and although the police 
have been investigating diligently they 
have 
been unable 
to gather 
up the 
threads of the plot or find any clews 
to any possible accomplice. 
The as­ 
sassin’s papers and 
clothes offer no 
means of identification and his pass 
evidently 
was forged, and 
appears 
never 
to 
have 
been 
vised. 
Photo­ 
graphs 
have been taken 
to be 
dis­ 
patched to all the universities; but if 
the assassin is actually a workman 
and not a student the police may find 
them selves utterly at sea. 
Grand Duke Sergius’ coachman, who 
was thought to be dying at the time of 
the affair, is still alive and better, but 
is not yet out of danger. 
The city presents an aspect of deep 
gloom. 
There is no music in the res­ 
taurants 
and there are no 
perform­ 
ances at the theaters. 
The imperial 
m anifesto voicing the grief of the em ­ 
peror 
is 
posted at 
street 
corners 
throughout 
the city, and the 
crime 
still forms the only topic of discussion, 
Man\ mourning wreaths from royal 
personages 
and prominent 
officials 
have arrived and hnve been placed in 
the monastery around the coffin.

One fireman sustained a broken leg 
and In the rush to escape from their

or serious Injury. 
Within a few minutes the east wall 
fell across Meridian street, c o m p l e t e ­ 
ly blocking traffic, but no one was in­ 
jured.

Most Spectacular Fire. 


The fire, which wns one of the most

of a fire was received

and third floors 
of the east 
front of Fahnley & M< Crea’s building 
burst open, allowing sheets of flames 
to escape into Meridian street. 
A g'*n- 
alarin followed by two others in rapid 
succession were turned in and by the 
time the first 
company reached the 
scene the millinery house was almost 
completely 
gutted and tho 
fire had 
spread to the Kiefer Drug company's 
building. 
Simultaneously the flames 
broke 
out in Jackson 
Place, which 
bounds the Fahnley A* McCrea build­ 
ing on the west, and almost instantly 
the flames wore communicated to the

hot1 1, tmd the 
Griffiths 
Bros.’

The occupants of the hotels, many 
of whom had not retired, escaped with

A spark from the fire in the whole 
rale district, several blocks away, set 
fire to the roof of the Grand h o t e l . 
4-11 alarm summoned all available de­ 
partments.

aroused and on account of th e dam­ 
age» by water were compelled to seek 
other lodgings. 
The loss is estimated

P etersburg, Feb. 20.— It h a s now 
been definitely decided 
th a t the re ­ 
m ains of Grand D uke Sergius 
ill not 
be brought to St. P e te rsb u rg for th e 
present, but will be placed in a te m ­ 
porary receiving vault of th e cloister 
of the (’handoff m onastery, to aw ait 
th e com pletion of the alteration s now 
in progress 
in th e Romanoff 
maso- 
leum in the cathedral of St. P e te r and 
St. Paul, w here the p erm an ent in te r­ 
m ent will occur am ong the tom bs of 
his ancestors. 
On account of lack 
of space in the 
m asoleum . 
it was decided 
last year 
h enceforth to bury only rulers of th e 
dy nasty in the old 
m asoleum and a 
new sepulchre in the new wing of the 
cath ed ral is now being built for other 
m em bers of the im perial family. 
This, however, is not the only rea­ 
son for the decision not to bring the 
rem ain s 
to the capital 
now. 
Even 
G overnor General Trepoff has recog­ 
nized the fact th a t no precautions can 
furnish an absolute g uaran tee of im ­ 
m unity against an 
act of terro rism ; 
and at a great funeral, w here ancient 
custom requires th at the em peror and 
all of the Romanoff family assem ble 
and follow the coffin on foot, a single 
bomb might 
wipe out 
the dynasty. 


Czar Not Going to Moscow. 


R egard for the personal safety of the 
sovereign also has led to th e decision 
th a t the em peror shall not go to Mos­ 
cow to attend the funeral of his uncle. 
It is possible that no m em ber of the 
im perial family will be p resen t on th a t 
occasion except 
those w ho 
are now 
w ithin the Valls of the Krem lin. G rand 
D ukes C onstantine and Paul probably 
will 
rep resen t the 
em peror 
at the 
service. 
So grave is the dang er a repetition 
of the Moscow tragedy th a t several 
grand dukes have not stirred outside 
of th eir palaces since the m urd er and 
in stead of going to T sarsk oe Solo to 
a tte n d the requiem 
th ere they have 
particip ated in special services held 
in the chapels of th eir own palaces. 
T his 
was the case as 
regards the 
G rand Dukes Vladim ir and Alexis. 
A special requiem also w as held in 
the w inter palace that Governor Gen­ 
eral 
Trepoff might 
attend. 
G eneral 
Trepoff is known to he under sentence 
by the fighting organization of the So­ 
cial R evolutionists and as far as can 
he ascertained has not loft his q uar­ 
ters. in the palace since the assassin a ­ 
tion of Grand D uke Serigus. 
D ispatches 
from the interior 
say 
that requiem s for the grand duke have 
been held throughout Russia. 


Public Greatly Concerned. 


T h e public is greatly concerned over 
the developm ents of the im m ediate fu­ 
ture. 
O ther terro rist crim es are gen­ 
erally anticipated. 
According to re­ 
ports m any tit ies and tow ns are in a 
condition of political ferm ent and sev­ 
eral officials have been assassin ated 
in Southern R ussia. 
According to a 
telephone m essage from Moscow the 
stu d e n ts th ere are afraid to ap p ear on 
the streets in uniform s. 
In addition th e strike situation has 
again grown m enacing, especially in 
th e m a tte r of th e railroads, th ree of 
w hich 
entering Moscow are 
alm ost 
com pletely tied up. 
In St. P etersb u rg 
th e strike has assum ed th e form of a 
lockout, the Putiloff 
iron works, the 
Franco-R ussian 
works, 
the 
R u s s o 
Am erican 
rubber 
w orks and 
a few 
sm aller concerns having discharged 
all th e ir em ployes with th e notice that 
the w orks will be closed indefinitely. 
Consequently 
th e re 
are 
the 
most 
alarm ing reports afloat as to w hat the 
m en will do. 
W ith 
30,000 or 40,000 
men out of work for an indefinite pe­ 
riod, even if no m ore join the ranks 
of the idle, rioting and collisions with 
the police are feared. 
From the a tti­ 
tude of the men m any of the m aste rs 
are convinced thai they have received 
financial assistan ce from some source. 


Embarrasses the Government. 


T he closing of the Franco-Russian 
and the Putiloff iron w orks is a serious 
em b a rra ssm e n t to the governm ent, as 
the form er is engaged exclusively on 
navy work and the la tte r in m anufac­ 
turing guns 
and m unitions 
for the 
array. 
Over 25,000,000 projectiles and 
shrapnel 
are tieing prepared 
at the 
Putiloff w orks and the governm ent has 
been compelled w ithin the past few 
days to place orders 
in F rance and 
G erm any 
for $125,000,000 
worth of 
m unitions. 
At the governm ent-owned 
N evsky works, the m in ister of finance 
has been able to hold the men only 
by conceding everything they have de­ 
manded, Including the eight-hour day.

Moscow, Feb. 20.—A thin layer of 
snow has dim m ed the blood stain s in 
th e S enate square. 
T he w indow s in 
the palace of justice 
have been re­ 
glazed and o th er 
hasty efforts have 
been m ade to obliterate traces of F ri­ 
day ’s tragedy. 
Evidence, how ever, is 
being found in m ost unexpected places. 
Soldiers have discovered m any pieces 
of the carriag e in which G rand Duke 
Sergius w as riding when he m et his 
death, 
and frag m en ts of flesh 
w ere 
found 
on the top of the 
twelve-foot 
parapet of tho arsenal, am ong the N a­ 
poleonic guns. 
Until th e funeral, which h as been 
fixed 
for T hursday, Feb. 23, 
the re­ 
m ains of G rand Duke Sergius will rest 
in 
tho a n cien t dining 
room of 
the 
Chan doff m onastery, to which thro u g h ­ 
out the day the people of Moscow have 
been adm itted 
to flay th eir 
last re­ 
spects in p arties of IOO. 
T his p recau­ 
tion w as taken because it w as thought 
necessary to avoid the possibility of 
dem onstrations. 
The 
body 
of 
the 
grand duke, dressed in the uniform of 
the Fifth (Kieff) grenadiers, of which 
he was th e honorary colonel, re sts in 
an oaken coffin. 
Only the brea st of 
th e uniform , upon which is an ikon of 
th e Saviour 
and the orders 
of the 
grand duke, is visible. 
T he Bible be­ 
side the head of the collin h ears the 
orthodox cross in silver and the im­ 
perial eagles. 


Assassin Not Identified. 


T he assassin 
rem ains persistently 
silent. 
H is identity has not yet been 
established, and although th e police 
have been investigating diligently they 
have 
been unable 
to g a th e r 
up the 
th read s of th e plot or find any clews 
to any possible accomplice. 
T he a s­ 
sa ssin ’s papers and 
clothes offer no 
m eans of identification and his pass 
evidently 
w as forged, and 
appears 
n ever 
to 
hav e 
been 
vised. 
Photo­ 
graphs 
have been taken 
to be 
dis­ 
patched to all the u niversities; hut if 
tho assassin Is actually a w orkm an 
and not a stu d en t the police may find 
them selves utterly at sea. 
G rand D uke Sergius’ coachm an, who 
was thought to he dying at th e tim e of 
the affair, is still alive and b etter, hut 
is not yet out of danger. 
T he city presents an aspect of deep 
gloom. 
T h e re is no music in th e re s­ 
ta u ra n ts 
an d there 
are no 
perform ­ 
ances at tho theaters. 
T he im perial 
m anifesto voicing the grief of the em ­ 
peror 
is 
posted at 
stre e t 
corners 
throughout 
the city, and the 
crim e 
si ill form s the only topic of discussion. 
Many m ourning w reaths from royal 
personages 
and prominent, 
officials 
have arrived and have been placed in 
the m onastery around the coffin.

For four hours 
the w holesale 
dis­ 
trict, hounded by 
G eorgia and Meri­ 
dian streets. Jackson 
Place and the 
union depot sheds, w as menaced by 
the fire which started in the w holesale 
w areroom s of the F ahnley &. McCrea 
Millinery company. 
F ire b ran d s fell 
in a perfect storm over the business 
portion of th e city. 
On every build­ 
ing w ere stationed com panies of men 
equipped w ith fire 
a p p a ra tu s and it 
w as only through th eir united efforts 
that a general 
conflagration w as pre­ 
vented. 
Several 
serious 
explosions

rels of oils and explosives w ere stored,

D elm etsch 
com pany’s 
w holesale 
house, w here

stock of fireworks w as located. 
One fireman sustained a broken log 
and in the rush to escape from their

walls 
hundreds 
of spectato rs

thronged the space 
in front of the 
union station, narrow ly escaped death 
or serious injury. 
W ithin a few m inutes th e east wall 
fell across Meridian street, com plete­ 
ly blocking traffic, but no one was in­ 
jured.

scene the millinery house w as almost 
com pletely 
gutted and the 
fire had 
spread to the Kiefer D rug com pany’s 
building. 
Sim ultaneously the flames 
broke 
out in Jackson 
Place, which

ing on the west, and almost instantly 
the flames were com m unicated to the 
S t.

hotel, a nd t he 
Griffiths 
Bros.’

house in

T he occupants of the hotels, many 
of w hom had riot retired, escaped w ith­ 
out injury.

other lodgings. 
The loss is estim ated 
at $1,500.

Petersburg, Feb. 20.— It h a s now 
been definitely decided 
th a t the re ­ 
m ains of Grand Duke Sergius 
ill not 
be brought to St. P e te rsb u rg for the 
present, hut will be placed in a te m ­ 
porary receiving vault of the cloister 
of th e ChaudofT m onastery, to aw ait 
th e com pletion of the alteratio n s now 
in progress 
in th e Romanoff 
maso- 
leum in the cathedral of St. P e te r and 
St. Paul, w here the p erm an ent in ter­ 
ment will occur am ong the tom bs of 
his ancestors. 
On account of lack 
of space in the 
m asoleum , 
it w as decided 
last year 
henceforth to bury only rulers of the 
d yn asty in the old 
m asoleum and a 
new sepulchre in th e new wing of the 
cath ed ral is now being built for other 
m em bers of the im perial family. 
This, however, is not the only rea­ 
son for the decision not to bring the 
rem ain s 
to the capital 
now. 
E ven 
G overnor General Trepoff has recog­ 
nized the fact th a t no precautions can 
furnish an absolute g u arantee of im ­ 
m unity against an 
act of terro rism ; 
and at a groat funeral, w here ancient 
custom requires th at the em peror and 
all of the Romanoff family assem ble 
and follow the coffin on foot, a single 
bomb might 
wipe out 
the dynasty. 


Czar Not Going to Moscow. 


R egard for the personal safety of the 
sovereign also has led to the decision 
th a t the em peror shall not go to M os­ 
cow to attend the funeral of his uncle. 
Tt is possible that no m em ber of the 
Im perial family will be p resen t on th a t 
occasion except 
those w ho 
nre now 
w ithin the walls of the Krem lin. G rand 
D ukes C onstantine and Paul probably 
will 
rep resen t the 
em p eror 
at the 
service. 
So grave is the danger a repetition 
of the Moscow tragedy that several 
grand dukes have not stirred outside 
of th eir palaces since the m u rder and 
instead of going to T sarsk oe Selo to 
a tte n d the requiem 
there they have 
p articip ated in special services held 
in the chapels of th e ir own palaces. 
T his 
was the case as 
regard s the 
G rand Dukes Vladim ir and Alexis. 
A special requiem also was held in 
the w inter palace that Governor Gen­ 
eral 
Trepoff m ight 
attend. 
G eneral 
TrepofT is know n to he under sentence 
by the fighting organization of the So­ 
cial R evolutionists and as far as can 
be ascertained has not loft his q uar­ 
te rs in the palace since the assa ssin a ­ 
tion of G rand Duke Serigus. 
D ispatches 
from the interior 
say 
that requiem s for the grand duke have 
been held throughout Russia. 


Public G reatly Concerned. 


T h e public is greatly concerned over 
th e developm ents of th e im m ediate fu­ 
ture. 
O ther terro rist crim es are gen­ 
erally anticipated. 
According to re­ 
ports m any cities and tow ns are in a 
condition of political ferm en t and sev­ 
eral officials have been assassin ated 
in Southern R ussia. 
A ccording to a 
telephone m essage from Moscow the 
stu d e n ts th ere are afraid to ap p ear on 
the streets in uniform s. 
In addition th e strike situation has 
again grow n m enacing, especially in 
th e m a tte r of th e railroads, th ree of 
w hich 
entering Moscow are 
alm ost 
com pletely tied up. 
In St. P etersb u rg 
th e strike has assum ed th e form of a 
lockout, the Putiloff 
iron works, the 
Franco-R ussian 
w orks, 
the 
R u s s o 
A m erican 
rubber 
w orks and 
a few 
sm aller concerns having discharged 
all th eir em ployes with th e notice that, 
the w orks will he closed indefinitely. 
C onsequently 
th e re 
are 
th e 
most 
alarm in g reports afloat as to w hat the 
m en will do. 
W ith 
30,000 or 40,000 
men out of work for an indefinite pe­ 
riod, even if no m ore join the ranks 
of th e idle, rioting and collisions with 
th e police are feared. 
From the a tti­ 
tud e of the m en m any of the m aste rs 
are convinced that they have received 
financial assistan ce from some source. 


Embarrasses the Government. 


T he closing of the Franco-Russian 
and the Putiloff iron w orks is a serious 
e m b a rra ssm e n t to the governm ent, as 
the form er is engaged exclusively on 
navy work and the la tte r in m anufac­ 
turing guns 
and m unitions 
for the 
array. 
Over 25,000,000 projectiles and 
shrapnel 
are being prepared 
at the 
Putiloff w orks and the governm ent has 
been compelled w ithin the past few 
days to place orders 
in F rance and 
G erm any 
for $125,000,000 
worth of 
m unitions. 
At the governm ent-owned 
N evsky works, the m in ister of finance 
has been able to hold the m en only 
by conceding everything they have de­ 
m anded, including the eight-hour day.

Moscow, Feb. 20.—A thin layer of 
snow has dim m ed the blood sta in s in 
th e Senate square. 
T he w indow s in 
the palace of Justice 
have been re­ 
glazed and o th e r 
hasty efforts have 
been m ade to obliterate traces of F ri­ 
day’s tragedy. 
Evidence, how ever, is 
being found in most unexpected places. 
Soldiers have discovered muny pieces 
of the carriag e in which G rand Duke 
Sergius w as riding when he m et his 
death, 
and frag m en ts of flesh 
were 
found 
on the top of the 
twelve-foot 
parap et of the arsenal, am ong th e N a­ 
poleonic guns. 
Until tiie funeral, which has been 
fixed 
for T hursday, Feb. 23, 
the re­ 
m ains of G rand Duke Sergius will rest 
in 
the an cien t dining 
room of 
the 
Chau doff m onastery, to which th rou gh ­ 
out the day th e people of Moscow have 
been adm itted 
to pay their 
last re­ 
spects in p a rtie s of 100. 
T his precau­ 
tion was taken because it w as thought 
necessary to avoid the possibility of 
dem onstrations. 
The 
body 
of 
the 
grand duke, dressed in the uniform of 
the Fifth ( Kieff) grenadiers, of which 
he was the honorary colonel, re sts in 
an oaken coffin. 
Only the b re a st of 
th e uniform , upon which is an ikon of 
the Saviour 
and the orders 
of the 
grand duke, is visible. 
T he Bible be­ 
side the head of the colfin b ears the 
orthodox cross in silver and th e im ­ 
perial eagles. 


Assassin Not Identified. 


T he assassin 
rem ains persistently 
silent. 
H is identity has not yet been 
established, and although th e police 
have been investigating diligently they 
have 
been unable 
to g ath er 
up the 
threads of th e plot or find any clews 
to any possible accomplice. 
T he a s­ 
sa ssin ’s papers and 
clothes offer no 
m eans of identification and his pass 
evidently 
w as forged, and 
appears 
never 
to 
h av e 
been 
vised. 
Photo­ 
graphs 
have been taken 
to be 
dis­ 
patched to all the u niversities; but if 
th e assassin is actually a w orkm an 
and not a stud en t the police m ay find 
them selves utterly at sea. 
G rand Duke Sergius’ coachm an, who 
was thought to he dying at th e tim e of 
the affair, is still alive and b etter, but 
is not yet out of danger. 
T he city presen ts an aspect of deep 
gloom. 
T h ere is no music in th e re s­ 
ta u ra n ts 
and there 
are no 
perform ­ 
ances at the theaters. 
T he im perial 
m anifesto voicing the grief of the em ­ 
peror 
is 
posted at 
stre e t 
corners 
throughout 
the city, and ilie 
crim e 
still form s th e only topic of discussion. 
Many m ourning w reath s from royal 
personages 
and prom inent 
officials 
have arrived and hove been placed in 
the m on astery around the coffin.

F ire b rand s fell 
In a perfect storm over the business 
portion of th e eity. 
On every build­ 
ing w ere stationed com panies of men 
equipped w ith fire 
a p p ara tu s and it 
w as only through th eir united efforts 
that a general 
conflagration w as pre­ 
vented. 
Several 
serious 
explosions 
occurred in the A. K iefer Drug com­ 
pany’s wareroom s, w here m any b ar­ 
rels of oils and explosives were stored, 
and 
in 
the 
D elm etsch 
com pany’s 
w holesale 
house, w h ere 
a season’ 
stock of fireworks was located. 
One fireman sustained a broken log 
and in the rush to escape from their 
perilous 
position 
n e a r th e 
falling 
w alls 
hundreds 
of sp ectato rs 
who 
thronged the space 
in front of the 
union station, narrow ly escaped death 
or serious injury. 
W ithin a few m inutes the east wall 
fell across M eridian street, com plete­ 
ly blocking traffic, but no one was in­ 
jured. 
The 
flames, 
w hich 
spread 
across L ouisiana 
street, w ere 
com­ 
m unicated to the union station train 
sheds and for several m inutes the ef­ 
forts of the firemen w ere centered i 
th a t direction. 


Most Spectacular Fire.

alarm followed by two o th ers in rapid 
succession were tu rned in and by the 
tim e the first 
com pany reached the 
scene the millinery house w as alm ost

gutted and the 
fire had 
spread to the K iefer D rug com pany’s 
building. 
Sim ultaneously the Haines 
broke 
out in Jackson 
Place, which

ing on the west, and almost instantly 
the flames were com m unicated to the 
S t.

T he occupants of th e hotels, m any 
of w hom had not retired, escaped w ith­ 
out injury. 
A spark from the fire in the whole­ 
sale district, several blocks away, set 
fire to the roof of the G rand hotel.

4-11 alarm sum m oned all available de­ 
p artm ents. 
All 
of th e guests 
were 
aroused and on account of the dam ­ 
age by w ater w ere compelled to seek 
other lodgings. 
The loss is estim ated 
at $1,500.
